William  died  the  next  year  after  a fall  from  his  horse,  which  stepped  into  a mole  hole,  causing  his  Jacobite  opponents  to 
drink  surreptitious  toasts  to  “the  wee  gentleman  in  the  gray  waist  coat.”  He  was  an  able  ruler,  though  afflicted  with  clinical 
depression  and  alcoholism.  This  ‘Fine  Work’  coinage  was  struck  only  in  1701  and  represented  a high  point  in  the  history  of 
British  coinage  technology.

George  II  enjoyed  a long  reign,  supported  by  his  spouse  Queen  Caroline,  born  Princess  of  Ansbach,  who  overlooked  his  no- 
torious womanizing.  He  had  a pathological  hatred  of  his  heir,  Frederick  Prince  of  Wales.  When  news  of  his  son’s  sudden 
death  was  brought  to  him  during  a card  game,  the  King  observed  brightly,  “Fritz  is  dead,”  and  resumed  his  game.  This  ex- 
traordinary coin  boasts  the  boldest  prooflike  lustre  and  a magnificent  strike.

This  extraordinary  Pattern  is  discussed  at  length  in  Leonard  Forrer,  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists,  11:308.  This 
specimen  was  lot  1829  in  the  H.  Montagu  Collection,  Volume  II,  sold  by  Spink  and  Son  in  October  1890,  illustrated  and  de- 
scribed as  follows,  “Pattern  Half-Sovereign  or  Trial  Piece,  struck  in  Palladium-Hydrogen,  1869,  by  Mr.  Graham,  then  Mas- 
ter of  the  Mint;  obverse  head  of  the  Queen,  as  on  the  current  Half-Sovereign;  no  legend  or  date;  reverse, 
PALLADIUM-HYDROGENIUM;  the  name  GRAHAM  in  the  centre  between  two  lines;  date,  1869,  below;  six-pointed  star  on 
either  side;  edge  plain.”  This  extraordinary  piece  is  said  to  contain  900  times  its  volume  in  hydrogen.  Weight,  34.5  grains. 
Probably  unique.  ” 

The  Montagu  coin  reappeared  as  part  of  lot  542A  of  the  John  G.  Murdoch  Collection,  Part  3 (Sotheby,  Wilkinson  & Hodge, 
March  14-19.  1904).  Joining  it  were  two  Platinum  pattern  Sovereigns  and  a Platinum  Half  Sovereign.  Graham  was  famous  in 
his  day  for  his  experiments  with  Palladium,  and  is  mentioned  in  Albert  R.  Frey’s  Dictionary  of  Numismatic  Names,  “An  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  utilize  this  rare  element  for  medallic  purposes.  A communication  to  the  Revue  Beige  de  Numismatique, 
1869  (p.  477),  states  that  Sir  Thomas  Graham,  Comptroller  of  the  English  Mint,  struck  a medal  of  palladium  alloyed  with  gold, 
silver,  or  nickel.”  While  unquestionably  Mint  State,  this  fascinating  coin  displays  oddly  uneven  surfaces,  with  some  sugges- 
tions of  faint  lines,  presumably  the  result  of  the  first  attempts  to  work  with  this  exotic  precious  metal.  Palladium  was  to  reap- 
pear sporadically  in  the  20th  century  for  a very  few  collector  coins  from  Tonga,  Russia  and  Bermuda.  The  Montagu  cataloguer 
believed  the  coin  to  be  unique,  but  it  is  possible  that  three  examples  may  exist.

This  handsome  Pattern  was  one  of  several  executed  by  Milano’s  prominent  medallic  firm  at  the  behest  of  Italy’s  young  nu- 
mismatist-King,  who  was  determined  to  improve  the  artistic  quality  of  his  country’s  coins.  Patterns  created  1906-1908  ranged 
in  denomination  from  100  Lire  to  5 Centesimi,  and  all  of  these  extraordinarily  handsome  proge«i  are  eagerly  sought  by 
today’s  collectors.  Boninsegna  used  this  portrait  with  the  Italia  and  plow  and  honey  bee  reverses.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
no  example  of  the  present  Pattern  appeared  in  Numismatica  Varesi’s  definitive  offering  of  April  2000,  Vittorio  Emanuele  III  - 
le  sue  monete,  which  included  579  coins  and  Patterns  of  the  longest-reigning  King  of  United  Italy. 

Becoming  King  after  his  father’s  assassination  in  1900,  Vittorio  Emanuele  III  began  is  reign  as  a reforming  liberal.  After 
the  blood-letting  of  World  War  I and  its  disappointing  aftermath,  he  was  eclipsed  by  Mussolini  and  the  Fascist  party.  Known 
familiarly  as  the  “Little  King,”  Vittorio  Emanuele  was  one  of  the  world’s  greatest  numismatists,  compiler  of  the  massive  20 
volume  Corpus  Nummorum  Italicorum.  He  was  a honorary  member  of  the  American  Numismatic  Association  and  the  New 
York  Numismatic  Club,  which  created  a portrait  medal  of  the  King  in  1918.  Close  study  of  this  remarkable  com  show's  bold 
mirror  flash  with  a very’  few  light  hairlines.

1892. 

Thomas  Francois  Burgers  (1834-1881)  was  a well-educated  liberal  Afrikaner  churchman  whose  sincere  desire  to  speed  the 
progress  of  the  ZAR  brought  him  into  conflict  with  conservatives  led  by  S.J.P.  Kruger.  His  gold  coins  triggered  violent  con- 
troversy when  he  presented  50  examples  to  members  of  the  republic’s  Volksraad  (legislature)  on  his  return  home.  He  was 
startled  at  the  abuse  heaped  on  him  for  creating  the  coins.  Conservatives  accused  him  of  abuse  of  executive  power  and  exces- 
sive egotism  by  not  consulting  the  Volksraad  before  proceeding  with  the  coinage.  The  most  conservative  opponents  added  a 
charge  of  violating  the  Old  Testament  prohibition  of  graven  images.  After  this  uproar  subsided,  all  future  coinage  was  for- 
bidden and  the  coins  on  hand  were  offered  to  the  public  at  two  Pounds  each. 

His  government  became  increasingly  ineffective,  fumbling  a BaPedi  native  uprising  and  continuing  to  muddle  the  coun- 
try’s finances,  leading  to  Burgers’  ouster  in  the  British  annexation  under  Sir  Theophilus  Shepstone  in  April  1877.  The  ZAR 
lost  its  independence  until  Afrikaner  rebels  under  Paul  Kruger  defeated  the  British  in  the  first  Anglo-Boer  War.  The  Burg- 
ers Pound  soon  became  a sought-after  rarity  and  possessing  one  has  been  a major  goal  of  many  collectors  of  South  African 
and  British  Commonwealth  coins  for  131  years.

Buyer  agrees  that  there 
shall  be  no  right  of  return  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  Buyer  further  agrees  that  due  to  market  volatility,  in  event  of 
non-payment,  STACK’S  shall  be  entitled  to  damages  that  are  the  greater  of  selling  price  or  market,  together  with  any 
supplementary  or  additional  costs. 

STACK’S  at  any  time  may  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  non-payment  or  breach  of  the  warranty  of  title. 


The  sole  remedy  that  any  participant  in  the  auction  shall  have,  whether  bidding  in  person,  by  mail,  or  through  an 
employee  or  agent,  for  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  the  auction  shall  be  a refund  of  the  original  purchase 
price  and  premium  paid,  if  any.  Interest  shall  be  paid  by  STACK’S  at  a rate  of  no  greater  than  nine  per  cent  (9%)  per 
annum,  up  to  a maximum  of  six  (6)  years,  unless  the  rules  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.  provide  for  a 
higher  rate  of  interest  or  a longer  period  of  time,  in  which  case  such  rules  shall  prevail.

Upon  payment  as  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  or  in  full  at  the  maximum 
rates  set  forth  above,  or  at  an  agreed  rate,  STACK’S  shall  be  deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  bidder 
arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Purchaser  agrees  to  execute  prior  to  delivery  of  any 
refund  any  documents  reasonably  requested  to  effect  the  intent  of  this  paragraph.  By  bidding  in  this  sale,  all  bidders 
consent  to  these  terms  and  all  other  terms  of  these  conditions  of  sale.

should  it  choose  to  contest  the  third  party’s  claim,  ask  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  the  American 
Arbitration  Association  to  appoint  a panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled  in  the  field  to  make  such  a determination  at 
New  York,  N.Y.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to 
binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a sole  remedy.  With 
respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said  third 
party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  Terms 
of  Sale. 

35.  In  the  event  STACK’S  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  deliver  the  property  sought  to  be  purchased,  its  liability 
therefore  shall  be  limited  to  the  rescission  of  the  sale  and  refund  of  the  purchase  price  and  buyer’s  premium. 

STACK’S  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  its 
failure  to  deliver  any  property  purchased,  and  all  bidders  agree  to  this  disclaimer. 

36.  If  it  is  determined  that  a bailment  relationship  exists  while  the  material  purchased  is  being  held  by  STACK’S,  for 
Purchaser,  said  relationship  constitutes  a gratuitous  bailment  only,  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser/bailor,  as 
defined  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

37.  As  a condition  of  bidding,  bidder  acknowledges  that  numismatic  auction  sales  are  unique  in  terms  of  their  tradition 
and  industry  practices.  Each  bidder  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  whatsoever  arising  out  of  this  sale 
shall  be  settled  as  follows:  if  demanded  by  either  buyer,  or  STACK’S  by  binding  arbitration  at  New  York,  New  York, 
under  the  rules  then  obtaining  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  as  PNG  rules  may  provide,  the 
American  Arbitration  Association.  In  the  event  that  a dispute  arises  between  STACK’S  and  a non-member  of  the  PNG, 
this  means  that  the  American  Arbitration  Association,  at  New  York,  N.Y.,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the 
controversy.

38.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  then,  in  addition  to  all  other 
remedies  which  it  may  have  at  law  or  in  equity,  STACK’S  may,  at  its  sole  option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining 
as  liquidated  damages  all  payments  made  by  the  Purchaser,  it  being  recognized  that  actual  damages  may  be  specula- 
tive or  difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  sell  some  or  all  of  the  numismatic  property  and  some  or  all  other  property  of  the 
Purchaser  held  by  STACK’S,  in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  STACK’S  to  satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all 
accrued  charges.  More  than  one  such  sale  may  take  place  at  the  option  of  STACK’S.  Such  sale  may  take  place  without 
notice  to  Purchaser;  if  STACK’S  gives  notice,  it  shall  be  by  regular  mail  to  the  address  utilized  on  the  bid  sheet, 
consignment  agreement  or  other  address  known  to  the  firm.

39.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  the  sale  by  auction  for  a reasonable  period  of  time  as  a result  of  any 
significant  event  which,  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  auctioneer,  makes  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  event.  No  bidder  or 
prospective  bidder  or  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  shall  have  recourse  as  a result  of  any  postponement.  In  any 
event,  no  person  may  bid  without  registering,  and  ALL  REGISTERED  BIDDERS  including  mail  bidders  and  agents  by 
registering  or  bidding  agree  to  all  of  the  above  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

40.  By  bidding  or  offering  to  bid,  bidders  acknowledge  that  they  have  read  all  of  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and 
warranty  contained  herein  and  that  they  accept  these  terms  and  conditions  without  reservation.  STACK’S  reserves  the 
right  to  vary  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  by  rider  or  other  means  communicated  to  bidders.  By  purchasing  from 
STACK’S,  whether  present  in  person,  or  by  agent,  by  written  bid,  telephone  or  any  other  means,  the  bidder  agrees  to 
be  bound  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

41.  ALL  ITEMS  ILLUSTRATED  ARE  OF  THE  ACTUAL  ITEMS  BEING  SOLD. 
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
